MOTORING ACCIDENT IN 
COUNTY MEATH. 


DAMAGES FOR VICTUALLER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Patrick Meade, victualler, of Slane, County 
Meath, sued Messrs, Fairways, Ltd., "bus 
owners, for £200 damages arising out of a 
collision between plaintiff's lorry and a Fair- 
way ‘bus at Balrath, County Meath, on 
March 19 last. 

Mr. Walter Moloney (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph Barrett, solicitor, and Mr. M. J. 
Kiernan, solicitor, Drogheda) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. W. L. Sainsbury (in- 
structed by Mr. W. J. Keery, solicitor) for 
the defendant. 

John Cassidy, the driver of pla‘ntiff’s lorry, 
and Patrick Wogan, an employé of plaintiff, 
said that shortly after six o'clock on the 
morning of March 19 they were on their way 
from Slane to Dublin with a load of hay. 
It was a Ford ton lorry. The morning was 
slightly foggy, but they had no lights on, 
as they did not think them necessary. . At 
Balrath they were proceeding at about six 
miles an hour when the 'bus suddenly came 
into sight about ten yards away, and crashed 
into the front of their lorry. They were 
travelling more to the centre of the road, 
but, on seeing the ‘bus, the lorry driver 
swerved into his own side. After striking 
the lorry the "bus pniled up on its wrong 
side of the road. They did not notice any 
lights on the ‘bus before the accident, but 
they saw lights afterwards. 

In support. of the case for the defendants 
the driver and conductor of the ‘bus were 
examined, and the conductor said that the 
first ‘thing that attracted his attention was 
hay up against the ‘bus. The morning was 
foggy, and the ‘bus had all its lights on. A 
piece of glass was knocked from the side of 
the "bus, and cut his eye. When he got out, 
the hack of the 'bus was to the left hand side 
of the road. The "bus was not going fast.

Did it strike you that there was something 
behind this ’—I wanted to get my goods. 
Detective Officer Wvyer stated that he dis- 
covered the whereabouts of the gramaphone 
and the bedroom suite, but so far had not 
succeeded in recovering the sideboard. 

The prisoner said that he pawned the side- 
board for £2 5s., but he redeemed it, and 
finally he smashed it up and threw it into 
the canal. (Laughter.) 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and he 
was put back.

TREASURY AWARD 
QUESTIONED. 


APPEAL IN LONDON 
COURIS. 


From OuR Corresponpent. 
LON DUN ” Monday. 

The Court of Appeal in London, consisting 
of the Master ot the Rolls, Lord Justice 
Lawrence and Lord Justice Russell, to-day 
heard an appeal by the plaintiffs in the case 
of Egan against the Attorney-General, as 
representing, the Crown, trom a judgment of 
Mir. Justice Eve in the Chancery Division 
delivered on May 6, 1929. 

Che case was a test action brought by ex- 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
for a declaration that the Treasury, in 
awarding compensation to the disbanded 
nembers of the Force and pensions to the 
widows and.children of deceased members of 
the Force under the Constabulary (Ireland) 
Act, 1922, had omitted, in making the val- 
culations thereunder, to include certain 
allowances which at the time of the disband- 
ment were being made to officers and some 
constables in addition to their ordinary salary 


or pay. 
THE PLAINTIFFS. 

The plaintiffs were William Albert Egan, 
who at the date of disbandment was a 
County Inspector; Charles Justice, a 
sergeant; Peter McCarthy, a constable; Mrs. 
lielena Shea, the widow of a deceased con- 
stable, and Richard Shea, Mary Shea, Percy 
Shea and Ambrose Shea, all infant children 
of Perey Shea, deceased. 

Mrs. Shea claimed a similar declaration to 
that of the first three plaintiffs as to the 
compensation awarded to her late hugband., 
The infant plaintiffs claimed that they were 
entitled to a pension, gratuity or allowance 
since the date ot their father’s death in 1925. 
and that the facts that he died more than 
twelve months after the date of the disband- 
ment of the Force and that their mother was 
in seciigé of a pension were no bar to their 
rights. 

The Treasury contended that the awards 
had been accurately made in accordance with 
the Act of 1922 and the rules thereunder, in 
hike manner as the pensions to which the 
plaintiffs would have been entitled if they 
had retired from length of service. 


THE JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Eve, in his judgment, could 
not adopt the construction of the word 
‘salary “ in the Acts before 1920 contended 
for by the plaintiffs, and held that the word 
was used in the same sense as the word 
" pay. His lordship said that that disposed 
of the claim of the four adult piaintiffs, and 
as to the claim of the children he said that, 
as Shea did not die within twelve months 
after the compensation had been awarded to 
him, his children could not snecessfully claim 
the allowances given by the Act of 1 and 
the Pensions Order. The action was accord- 
ingly dismissed. The Ciown did not ask for 
costs 

Mr. A. Alfred Dickie, K.C., and Mr. 
Hector Hughes, K.C, (both of the Irish Bar), 
appeared for the plaintiffs and appellants, and 
the Attorney-General (Sir W. Jowitt. K.C.), 
the SolicitorGeneral (Sir J. B. Melville. 
K.C.), Mr. H. M. Giveen and Mr. Stafford 
Crossman for the Attorney-General, defendant 
and respondent. 


APPELLANTS’ CONTENTION. 

Mr. Dickie, opening the appeal, said that 
their contention was that in fixing the 
amount of compensation given to the members 
of the Royal trish Gonstabulary, and to their 
widows where they died after the compensa- 
lion was fixed, and to the children, was not 
in accordance with the Act, and that eacli 
member was entitled: to have it fixed on a 
basis which would include all the allowance 
that he was paid at the date when the Force 
was disbanded. ‘The Treasury, in fixing the 
compensation, had fixed it on the basis of 
pay, pure and simple. 

He admitted that on the construction of the 
Disbandment Act, and on the various Acts 
relating to compensation of this kind, the | 
compensation was: to be based on. the total 
benefit that an officer had whien he left the 
service, whether it was called allowances or 
pay. The .words of the Statute made it 
clear, by the use of the word “'salary,” that 
it included all his remuneration, emoluments 
or whatever it was called. Consequently, the 
Treasury had gone wrong in fixing the com- 
pensation the way that Na did. 

“VERY SERIOUS.” 

That was very serious for both constables 
and officers, because some of the matters’ 
which were called allowances amounted to 
over £100 a year. One item—that of 
lodging—varied from £100 down to £35. It 
was, therefore, a very important question to 
these people whether such matters were to be 
included in their compensation. That was 
one of the main questions to be decided. 

Another question was as to whether widows 
were entitled to a pension based on their 
husbands’ compensation. It was admitted 
that they were entitled to a pension if the 
officer or constable had died after he had got 
his compensation allowed to him. But the 
way the question arose with regard to the 
widow was that her pension might depend on 
a proportion of her late husband’s compensa- 
lion, and, of course, if her husband’s com- 
pensation was fixed with allowances added 
the amount of pension might be increased by 
a proportion of that additional amount. 

THE CHILDREN’S CLAIM. 

With regard to children, they claimed 
under a section of the Act that children 
were entitled to a pension or an allowance if 
the father died at any time after he got the, 
compensation allowed to him, and that the 
children were entitled to the allowance up 
till they were 16 years of age. The Treasury, 
on the other hand, said that unless the de- 
ceased person died within twelve months of 
getting the compensation the children were 
hot entitied to any. 

Counsel reviewed the various statutes and 
orders dealing with the R.I.C. for the pur- 
pose of supporting his argument. that the 
Meaning of “ galary ” was extended beyond 
that of “pay.” He contended that allow- 
ances and pay both made up salary. 

A DIFFICULTY. 

The Master of the Rolls said that one of 
the difficulties in this case was, that with 
regard tO a certain number of these persons, 
they were being relieved of their occupation 
and duties, and were told: “you are free 
to go and to take some other occupation,’’ 
and one man might reply that he did not 
want another occupation. On the other hand, 
another man younger than the first would 
sav: “ Yes, I will take my pension, and I 
will take another occupation."’ These were 
considerations which would be before Parlia- 
ment, but the court had to deal with the 
bare terms of the Order. 

Mr. Dickie—But if the Act says a definite 
thing you cannot get out of it. You must 
decide for or against. The Act says that you 
are entitled to consider the circumstances 
that were before Parliament at the time.

plaintiffs, asked his lordship for judgment in 
default of attendance and defence. The 38 
defendants, he said, kad been served out of 
the jurisdiction pursuant to an order of Lord 
Justice Andrews, made on 26th July last, 
Who granted an injunction to last to 7th 
August, the first motion day of vacation. 
Lord Justice Best: then granted an interim 
‘njunction, and at the same time mele an 
order admitting service effected on certain 
of the defendants, because it had not been 
possible to effect personal service on ll 
of them. The time for appearance and for 
defence having expired, he now moved for 

judgment. 
PLAINTIFFS’ CLAIM. 

The statement of claim set forth that by 
an inquisition taken in the 45th year of 
the reign of Elizabeth the fishery was féund 
to be a Crown fishery. By Charter dated 
10th April, 1662, King Charles II. leased 
the fishery to the Irish Society, who fished 
it for 300 years, and on 20th January, 1919. 
leased it to Sir Charies Petrie. Bart.; and 
Edward L, H. Petrie, from whom it passed 
to the plaintiffs. 

The statement of claim further averred that 
none of the defendants is entitled to fish in 
Lough Foyle or any part thereof. '“ The de- 
fendants, and each of them, have upon divers 
dates between the 24th June. 1929, and the 
25th July, 1929 (and in particular upon the 
24th and 25th June, 1929, and 19th and 20th 
July, 1929), wrongfully entered upon the 
water, bay, creek and river of Lough Foyle” : 
and, further, that on the same dates they 
trespassed upon the longh and had fished 
therein with nets. The plaintiffs claimed :— 
(1) An injunction to restrain the defendants. 
and each of them, their servants or agents. 
from fishing in the water, bay, creek and 
river of Lough Foyle; (2) an injunction re- 
straining the defendants from trespassing ; (3) 
an inguiry as to damages. - 

Mr. Lowry said that the plaintiffs would 
waive the. inquiry as to damages. 

Mr. Justice Wilson had the names of the 
defendants formally called, and, there being 
no answer, made the order asked for with 
costs against the defendants.

RELIGION IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


ENGLISH COMMITTEE’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS.1 
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Forty-four. recommendations are contained 
in the majority and minority reports issued 
to-day of the Commission on Religious Educa- 
tion, which was appointed by the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York following a resolu- 
tion of the Church Assembly in 1924. 

The majority, discussing the Church and 
religious ‘education, include: in their recom- 
mendations the formation of a Central Educa 
tion Council by the Church Assembly, the 
revision of the Church Catechism, the pro- 
vision of opportunities for advancement of 
the intellectual life, study (and especially 
corporate study) of the clergy. With regard 
to thé State and ‘religious education, it is 
urged that no attempt should be made to 
impose any mandatory settlement, and the 
importance of friendly co-operation of 
diocesan authorities and Church school 
managers with “local education authorities is 
emphasised. —“There should be no repeal of 
the Cowper-Temple Clause. 

In elementary schools it is recommended 
that the revision of old unsatisfactory 
diocesan syllabuses be taken in hand by 
competent committees. In secondary and 
boarding schools it is recommended that there 
should be one or two specialists who have 
undergone a course of training in religious 
instruction, and that two periods a week 
should be devoted to religious instruction. 
The National Society is asked to enlarge the 
scope of its operations, so as to become the 
Central Council of the Church for religious 
education and to petition for a new Charter. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

The minority report states:—‘‘ Our main 
dissent lies in what is said about the relation 
of the State to religious education.” The 
signatories recommend Parliament to pass a 
one-clause bill allowing local authorities to 
make arrangements for religious instruction 
for all children in accordance with the religion 
of their parents, notwithstanding the pro 
hibition of the Cowper-Temple Clause. They 
also think the State should make building 
grants for the reorganisation of voluntary 
schools, and that the present regulations 
which govern religious teaching in secondary 
schools should be repealed. 

The comment is made that ‘‘what we 
chiefly need for religious education ig reli- 
gious peace.” Under the heading, “ Reli- 
gion and the Undergraduate,’’ it is stated : 
“The problem is different in the two older 
Universities and in the modern universities. 
The former appear to suffer from too much 
religious effort; the latter from too little. 
The evidence before us suggests that there 
is among undergraduates at Oxford and 
Cambridge a cousiderable interest in reli- 
gion, combined with a good deal of ignor- 
ance.”’

NEXT WEEK, 


MANY CANDIDATES FOR 
CADET CORPS.

Recruiting for the ist Battalion of the 
Irish Free State Volunteer Reserve 
will open on Monday, and drills and 
instruction will begin almost imme- 
diately in a drill shed which has been 
specially prepared for the accommoda- 
tion of the unit at Portobello 
Barracks. 

Great importance is attached by the Army 
authorities to the nightly drills which 
will form the major part of the re- 
cruits’ training course. .It is laid 
down in the Defence Force? regulations 
that 75 per cent. attendance at drills 
and the completion of an annual period 
of training not exceeding thirty days 
will entitle a volunteer to a bounty 
which ranges from £5 for a private to 
£15 for a battalion sergeant-major. 

When it is seen how the Dublin 
battalion works recruiting will be extended, 
first to Cork and Limerick, and afterwards 
to other centres throughout the country. 

The authorities, I am informed, are 
pleased at the type of youth who has 
applied for admission to the Cadet Corps, 
in which officers will be trained for the 
Volanteer Reserve. 

A selection board has been hard at work 
for.more than a week choosing suitable 
candidates. I am told, indeed, that the 
number of applicants who desire to become 
Volunteer Reserve officers exceeds by several 
times the number of places open in the 
Cadet Corps, and in a number of instances 
the political leanings of candi lutes are far 
removed from the Government Party. 

PENSIONS FOR OFFICERS. 

Very soon, I am informed on good 
authority, the Minister for Defence will 
introduce a bill to provide pensions for 
officers of the Regular Army and non- 
commissioned officers with long service. 
The pensions schemes will be non-con- 
tributory, and in the future senior officers 
of the age of 50 and thereabouts will be 
encouraged to retire from the service in 
order that promotion may be given to 
younger officers.

We wish to record our unqualified support 
for legislation which will raise our milk 
supply to, the level. of that obtaining in 
other countries, believing it to be designed

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FREE STATE TARIFFS. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE (RISH TIMES 

Srr,—I have read with pleasure the lead- 
ing article in last Saturday’s Jrish Timea. 
The formation of a (Zollverein between 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State 
was suggested by Mr. F. E. Thornley, H.M. 
Inspector of Taxes for Derry, in his address 
to the Derry Rotary Club last February. 
Only one objection to the proposal was made 
—namely, that Northern Ireland is not a 
sovereign State. Mr. Thorniey, in reply- 
ing to this, suggested (as you also do) that 
the Zollverein should intlude Great Britain. 
He said (if I remember aright) that the ten- 
dency in England to-day is towards more and 
more protection, and that, as Northern Ire- 
land would benefit by that tendency, it wouid 
not be difficult for Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland to adapt themselves to the 
higher degree of protection which obtains 
in the Irish Free State. 

A more serious objection, however, occur: 
to me. Under a Zollverein no Customs 
duties would be imposed by Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland on goods imported 
from the Irish Free State, nor by the latter 
on goods imported from the former. At 
present the Irish Free State buys most of 
its foreign produce from Great Britain, and 
enjoys a large income from the import duties 
which it imposes thereon. Under a Zollverein 
it would lose this. The question, therefore, 
is—Could the Irish Free State remain so!- 
vent under the suggested Zollverein? The 
answer, I am afraid, is in the negative. —

Why, then, shouvld the Ulster 
"layers have an audience further flung in 
its scope’ 1 think the answer is because the 
Abbey plays are too close a preserve. “The 
Abbey Theatre has a subsidy from the 
Government; in other words, the public are 

roud of their theatre and are willing to 
elp to support it. It is the National 
Theatre, and the choice of plays could be 
much wider and still be within the limits of 
the Abbey Charter. 

The Manchester Guardian recently 
organised a competition on the best list of 
six plays which are worthy of revival; and, 
although. the competition was not confined to 
Irish playwrights, Sheridan was the winner 
as regaits popularity. In the many revivals 
we see at the Abbey when do we ever sce 
Sheridan or Goldsmith? Any play of Shaw’s 
is always sure to fill the house; why cannot 
we have more of them? Dublin, the capital 
city of Shaw’s native land, should have put 
on “The Apple Cart.” before a little town 
in Worcestershire. St. John Ervine is another 
brilliant Irish dramatist. His new comedy, 
“The Second Mrs. Fraser,” is playing to full 
houses in London. When do we ever see 
anything of his in the Abbey, except, very 
occasionally, “John Ferguson?’’ Then there 
is Sean O’Casey’s ‘‘ The Silver Tassie,’’ which 
was turned down by the Abbey ‘Theatre 
directors, is playing to £298 a night in 
London, Just think of it! I am not speak- 
ing of the money—our theatre is a small 
one—but that the play had to go to another 
country for a chance, despite the fact that it 
was preceded by three popular and brilliant 
pieces which pack the Abbey to capacity 
every time they are put on. y contention 
is that, under the existing circumstances, the 
public should have been allowed to form its 
own judgment. ;

GALWAY COLLEGE DENIAL 


Mh, BLYTHE’S FIGURES 
CONTRADICTED. 
a 


, With regard to the Free State Govern- 
ment Bill increasing the endowment for 
Galway University College, it was stated 
by the authorities at the College yesterday 
that an agreement was come to on October 
15th, 1926, between the Governing Body 
of the College and the Executive Council. 
Before this agreement, they said, the 
College was receiving, not £12,000. but 
£20,800, a year. 

By the agreement the endowment of the 
College was increased to £28,000 a year, 
or, in other words, by £27,200 a year. 

It. was agreed that of this £7,200 
increase £1,000 a year should be devoted 
to Gaeltacht scholarships and £1,200 a 
year to salaries for three new lecturers, 
through Irish, on the subjects of history, 
mathematics and commerce. 

The bill before the Dail, said the College 
authorities, was merely making the fore- 
going increase statutory. 

WHAT MR. BLYTHE SAID. 

In view of the foregoing statement by 
the College authorities, it is necessary to 
repeat the statement made by Mr. Blythe, 
Minister for Finance, in Dail Eireann on 
Thursday last, 24th October, in moving 
the second reading of the University 
College (Galway) Bill, 1929. 

Mr. Blythe said that it was proposed by 
the bill to make the entire State grant to 
the College a statutory one, and that grant 
would now be £28,000. Formerly it had 
been £12,000. As Galway College was 
situated virtually in the Gaeltacht. the 
Governing Body of the College had 
accepted the view that they were in a 
position to do special work through the 
Trish language, and that the College ought 
to set out to do that work, which no other 
college could do to the same extent, and 
the Government agreed to increase the 
grant from £12,000 to £28,000. The 
salaries of the professors were to be in 
creased, but the fees were to go to the 
College, and to be reduced to. pre-war 
level. 

The Governing Body, he added, also 
agreed to establish scholarships, to increase 
the academic work of the College through 
the Irish. language, and to _ appoint 
lecturers who could déliver lectures in 
Irish. There was a provision whereby the 
statutory grant could be further increased 
by a sum not exceeding £2.000 when the 
Ministers for Finance and Education were 
satisfied that it was required for the 
purpose of further carrying on the work 
of Gaelicising the Galway College.

NEW MINISTER’S CORDIAL 
WELCOME. 

The following is the English version of 
the statement made by President Hinden- 
burg in Berlin at his reception on Satur- 
day last of Professor D. A. Binchy, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the Irish Free State, in 
Germany, when he presenied his creden- 

tials. 

Mr. Minister—I have the honour to 
receive from your hands the letter wherein 
His Majesty King George V., on the 
advice of His Majesty’s Government in 
the Irish Free State, accredits you to me 
as Envoy Extraordinary aad Minister 
Plenipotentiary. The establishment of full 
diplomatic relations between Ircland and 
Germany affords deep satisfaction to me 
also. 

As you have rightly emphasised, there 
exists old cultural relations hetween our 
two countries. In the past German and 
Irish scholars have collaborated in many 
spheres to their mutual advantage. The 
fact, therefore. that such a distinguished 
representative of Irish scholarship has 
been selected to represent his country in 
Berlin is a source of special satisfaction 
to us. Í am convinced thst you will 
succeed in ‘further strengthening our 
relations in the domain of scholarship, 
more particularly since, as I have just 
had the opportunity of noting, you 
already speak our Janguage with perfect 
flnency. 

I conclude from your friendly speech 
that von will also endeavour to extend 
and develop economic relations between our 
two countries. An encouraging beginning 
has been made in this sphere also, and you 
may rest assured, Mr. Ministar, that in 
your endeavours you will always receive 
the full suppcrt of the German Govern- 
ment and myself. 

I thank ycu most sincerely for the 
wishes vou have expressed for the 
prosperity of the German Retch and for 
my personal well-being, and I heartily 
return them. I assure you of my most 
sincere wishes for a happy future for your 
country, and extend to you, Mr. Minister, 
in the name of the German Reich, a most 
cordial welcome.

THE REV. C..W. WELLAND. 


The Rev. Charles William Welland, who 
v .s Incumbent of Kill, County Dublin, for 
twenty-four years, died at his residence, 
Barnacullia, Littleham Cross, Exmouth, 
Devonshire. He retired from the charge of 
the parish (which is that known locally as 
Kill-o’-the-Grange, in the neighbourhood of 
Foxrock) in 1923, and went to live in the 
South of England. Ordained in 1881, follow-

Mr. William Hill, managing director of 
Messrs. Charles and James Hill, Ltd., 
O'Connell street, Waterford, has shown me 
a letter from the principal of an important 
firm of egg importers in Lewes, Sussex. The 
letter has an important bearing on the egg 
trade in the Free State generally. It is :— 

" Sctober 23rd, 1929. 

“ Did you see the other evening where a 
man was fined for selling Irish new laid eggs, 
because they came from the South of Ireland. 
I hope you and the London grocers will take 
this up strongly.” 

Mr. Hill comments that the change in the 
Constitution is working against us here. It 
is most unfortunate that Southern Irish eggs, 
though quite equal, if not better, . than 
“orthern Ireland ones, cannot be sold on an 
equal basis. It means that in comparing the 
prices at which Free State eggs are selling 
to-day on the English market with the prices 
that English new laid are making, there is 
a loss to the Free State of approximately 10s. 
per case. If we estimate the shipment oí 
eggs from the Irish Free State as a million 
cases annually, the loss to the country would 
work out at half a million pounds per year. 

Mr. Hill adds that by diplomatic actien on 
the part of the Irish Free State Department 
of Agriculture and tke English Department 
of Agriculture some adjustment could be 
arrived at, so that Irish Free State eggs need 
sé be placed and sold under the present 
yan.

Dr. Joseph O'Reilly, of Woodbrook, 
Cawston, near Rugby, when driving his car 
early yesterday morning met with an acci- 
dent, and died almost immediately after ho 
had reached his home.

REPORT OF COMMISSTON. 


The report of the Commission appointed in 
March, . 1927, to consider the needs of the 
Church of Ireland in Belfast states that the 
Church in Belfast is not properly organised 
or adequately equipped for its work. The 
Commission is of the opinion that, with some 
re-arrangements, the number of additional 
clergymew required for the city, including 
the populous district of Ballymacarrett, 
would not exceed six. 

ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 

The Commission, in bringing its report to 
a conclusion, ‘states that there is, indeed? 
much to encourage; for much has been ac- 
complished. In five districts or parishes 
where, three years ago, advance seemed 
almost hopeless the Church has been greatly 
strengthenéd. The new churches, which will 
soon be available in those areas, will be the 
outward and visible signs of a spiritual move- 
ment, while the equipment provided and per- 
fected in some of the city parishes gives 
evidence of a power in the Church derived 
from the same source. 

The Commission says it has been greatly 
impressed by the proofs given at its sittings 
of the life and vigeur of the Church in 
Belfast, and is confident that the opportuni- 
ties for advance which now present them- 
selves will be used to the best advgntage. 
There is ground for much hope in the fact 
that the present church extension movement 
differs, and to our advantage, from all pre- 
vious attempts to strengthen the Church in 
Belfast.

EARL OF LONGFORD'S 


SUGGESTION. 


The Earl of Longford was the principal 
speaker at a meeting in Rathmines last night, 
heid under the auspices of the Rathmines 
Branch of the Gaelic League. ; 

He said that he thought that the great 
world was beginning to know that there is 
such a place as Ireland. This country would 
not be regarded as a real nation, with a dis- 
tinct part of its own to play in the world, 
until the people had their own language, and 
no other language. He did not mean when 
he said that that Irishmen should be pro- 
hibited from learning other languages. The 
reople of all small nations were, generally 
speaking, good linguists, having a knowledge, 
as a role, of four or five languages. 

He thought that Rathmines should do its 
part for the language, because Rathmines had 
rather a bad reputation in some ways. British 
influence was still rather rampant in Rath- 
mines, but they hoped to do away with all 
that. It had been said that what Rathmines 
theught to-day Dublin would think to-mor- 
row, and what Dublin thought to-day all 
Ireland would think to-morrow. Therefore, 
it would seem that if Rathmines was won for 
the Gaelic League all Ireland would soon 
follow. 

IRISH SONGS. 

it would be well if Irish songs were sung 
in Ireland instead of the foreign ones, but if 
they must sing foreign songs he suggested 
that the Gaelic League should give some re- 
ward to anyone who would produce Irish 
translations of those songs. He also suggested 
that the Gaelic League should offer a prize for 
a translation of ‘‘ Sonny Boy,” a song which, 
as they all knew, was much inferior to any of 
their own songs. But it was by such methods 
that languages were spread in other countries. 
In Hungary, for instance, a sporting paper 
was printed in the native language. He did 
not think that there was any purpose for 
which the Irish language could not used. 
“ Without the language we are lost,” he said, 
in conclusion, “ with the language Ireland is 
saved.”’ 

Mr. ©. Branick said that there never was a 
time in the history of the country when the 
(iaelic League was more necessary. They had 
Ua counteract the influence of the moving 
pictures, the “ talkies,’ and the wireless. 

Mr. D. O Briain said that he wondered if 
the National University was any better than 
Trinity College with regard to its treatment 
of the Irish language. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach and Mr. J. Hanly, 
who presided, also spoke.

The Cancer Scourge.’ 


Probably, the fear of cancer is one of 
the chief worries of the middle-aged. 
Indeed, so acute has this dread become 
that many people will not mention 
the word, with the. result that the 
Gisease, sheltering behind this taboo, 
proves to he tatal in an unnecessarily 
large number of cases. Speaking yester- 
day at the opening of a new radium 
clinic at Burnley, Lord Moynihan, Presi- 
dent of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
referred to this tendency on the part of 
the public. After he had explained that 
surgery, as a cure for cancer, probably 
had reached its utmost development, he 
made the reassuring statement that in 
every case where the growth was acces- 
sible and removed in time, a cure always 
was possible. Radium treatment, he 
suid, in some instances, surpassed the 
best results that surgery could show, : but 
the element, in that it was such a power- 
ful agent, often was,a dangerous remedy, 
unless 1t was administered under the most 
expert supervision. While medical science 
was exploring the causes and treatment of 
the disease, he thought that much imme- 
diately could be achieved by a proper 
education of the public.

“ Although the announeement has not been 
made officially, I think I can assume that the 
King will endorse it.”

_Relative to the complaint made by 
Senator Counihan that Irish Free State 
currency was not being accepted by 
Officials of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway in payment of rail- 
way. charges, Mr. 0. G. Roberts, 
on behalf of Sir J. C. Stamp, Pre- 
sident of the Executive, London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway, has written 
from the President's ‘Office, Euston 
Station, London, under date October 25, 
1929, to Mr. John P. MacAvin, Secretary, 
Irish Cattle Traders’ and Stockowners’ 
Association, Dublin, as follows :— 


IRISH FREE STATE CURRENCY. 

Dear Sin,—I regret to learn from your 
letter of the 18th instant that members 
of your Association complain of difficulty 
when tendering to this company’s staff 
Irish Free State currency in payment of 
railway charges, because arrangements 
were introduced many months ago for the 
acceptance of— 

(a)—Notes and silver on the company’s 
boats and at Holyhead Station. 

(b)—Notes on the company’s dining 
car services, to which was added from the 
ist instant “ silver coins.”’ 

The company’s regulation that has 
existed for many years permitting the 
acceptance of specified Irish bank notes 
has not been altered in any way. 

We are unable to ascertain that, as 
would appear from the Press report you 
kindly sent, there has been any general 
departure by this company’s staff from 
these arrangements, but we know from 
our records that Irish Free State cur- 
rency (notes and silver) is being 
accepted. ; 

May I ask, therefore, for some further 
detailed information with a view to the 
complaihts being remedied. If it is 
desired that similar facilities be extended 
to certain stations regularly visited by 
your members in the course of their busi- 
ness, I need hardly say that in con- 
formity with the company’s principle of 
facilitating travel over their system, 
everything possible will be done. 

It will be appreciated that the accept- 
anes by this company of moneys that are 
not legal tender in Great.Britain causes 
them expense im-its disposal. 

In view of the publicity given to this 
matter, a copy of this communication -is 
being sent to the Irish Press.

EMPLOYMENT. FOR FREE 
STATE PILOTS.

A Dublin-Liverpool-London air service 
is the object of a scheme which has 
recently been a subject. of “discussion in 
Free State Government quarters... The 
necessity for such an air service is 
apparent to Ministers; it. is now only a 
question of giving it practical shape. 

Important financial interests.in Great 
Britain and in Ireland have approached 
the Government on the mater, but it ts 
understood thet the formation of an Irish 
Airways Company would be preferred by 
the Executive Council. 

Such a company would receive a subsidy 
from the Government, which would, of 
course, require to have a controlling voice 
in the undertaking. 

The plans include a proposa) that the 
Irish Free State Air Force should be used 
for purposes of defence and commercial 
aviation. Trained pilots «at present 
serving in the force would be transferred 
to the Reserve of. Officers and would be 
employed on the proposed sir route to 
England. The training of pi'ets would be 
the chief function of the Air Force, and, 
in the event of their services being re- 
quired, the pilots employed in the Civil 
Aviation branch and those in th: military 
branch would be called up for defence 
purposes.

BERLIN, Monday, 


_Prince von:Buelow, the former German 
Chancellor, died at 6.50 a.m. to-day, aged 
80. Hé had been lying ill following a 
paralytic stroke. ; 

One of the most remarkable figures in 
pre-war European politics, he was born 
on May órd, 1849, and was educated at 
the Universities of Lausanne, Leipzig and 

Berlin. He entered the army in 1870, 
and took part in the Franco-Prussian 
War. 

_ Joining the German Diplomatic Service 
in 1875, he served as: Junior Secretary in 
the Embassies at St. Petersburg and 
Vienna, and was one of the officials of the 
Congress of Berlin in 1878. He was 
Ambassador at Rome 1893-1897, and from 
1897-1909 he was Foreign Secretary. | In 
October, 1900, he was appointed Chan- 
cellor and President of the Prussian 
Ministry in succession to Prince Hohen- 
lohe. 


FUTILE WAR MISSION. 


In December, 1914, the Prince was sent 
to Rome us Ambassador, but. failed in his 
efforts. to prevent the entry of Italy into 
the war. : 

He eloped with Princess Maria Beeca- 
delli dí Bologna, of the Italian house of 
Camporeale, but. their marriage was 
annulléd by the Holy See. Afterwards he 
married a step-daughter of the Italian 
statesman Minghetti. When Ambassador 
to Italy he lived in a magnificent mansion 
near Rome, which he purchased from 
Queen Margherita for £200,000, and in 
the tortuous maze cf German politics in 
the first decade of the century he moved 
triumphantly, handling men and language 
with a rare combination of suavity and 
subtlety. 8 
. He was raised to the rank of Prince 
In June, 1905, on the occasion of the 
marriage of the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many. By a curious chance, the date 
coincided with the fall of the French 
Foreign Minister Delcasse, as a result of 
a peremptory hint from Berlin at the time 
of the Morocco crisis, and this was much 
commented upon at the time. 


KAISER’S INDISCRETION. 


Three years - later,» in: October, 1908, 
Buelow found himself compelled to answer 
strong criticism in the Reichstag of! the 
famous indiscreeé newspaper: interview 
given by the Kaiser, “He deelredt his firm 
conviction that the disastrous results of 
the interview would induce ‘the’ Emperor 
in future to observe that strict reserve, 
even. in -private conversation, which was 
indispensable to the interests of a uniform 
policy and the authority of the Crown. 
He added’ that in the contrary case 
neither he. nor his successor would assume 
responsibility. 

Prince Buelow’s downfall, however, was 
not ‘brought about by the Emperor’s 
indiscretion, although it followed shortly 
afterwards. The effect of his Budget pro- 
posals in breaking up the Liberal-Con- 
servative bloe which supported him in the 
Reichstag Jed to his. being’ driven from 


office. 
A SKILLED COURTIER. 


Prince Buelow, as a diplomat adopted 
the methods. of the skilled courtier. Even 
his threats were generally couched in 
mellifluous language, in marked contrast 
to the melodramatic. menaces of ‘his: im- 
perial master. . The mailed “fist: was en- 
cased in the velvet glove. 

Answering the German Socix!ist leader, 
Herr, Bebel, at tha time of the unsavoury 
Harden-lloltke revelations, he said:— 
““ Never has so much incense been burnt 
before princely vanity as there is now 
burnt before King Demos: The courtiers 
of King Demos: are: superior to the 
courtiers of princess in the art of 
cringing and fawning.” 


A CHAMBERLAIN EPISODE. 


The death of Prince von-Buelow recalls 
a political sensation in which that states- 
man and Mr. Joseph Chambérlain, then 
Secretary’ of -State for the -Colonies, 
figured at the time of the South African 
War, . Speaking at Edinburgh in October, 
1901, Mr. Chamberlain, referriang to the 
war, said that it had been stated that the 
Government had not dealt with guerilla 
bands .with sufficient severity.. ‘‘ Should 
the time come fcr greater severity,’ he 
added, “ we cam find precedents for any- 
thing that wemay do in the action of 
those. mations who. now . criticise. our 
‘barbarity ” and ‘cruelty,’ but whose 
example in Poland, in the Caucasus, in 
Algeria, in Tonguin and: in the Franco. 
German War we never even approached, 

Prince, then Count, von Buelow pro- 
fessed to find in this speech of Mr. 
Chamberlain comments supposed to be 
derogatory of the German Army, and 
applied to the British Colonial Secretary 
Frederick the Great’s contemptuous dis- 
missal of an opponent, '“ Let the man 
alone ; he is biting on granite.”’ 


LESSONS IN MANNERS 


Mr. Chamberlain’s retort was delivered 
at the annual dinner of the Birmingham 
Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ Association. 
He said: “I cannot apprecite the posi- 
tion of those who, inflamed by party 
passion, are not content with fighting the 
battle here at home on fair, reasonable 
lines, but must go out of their way to 
impute methods of barbarism to our 
soldiers in the field, to imply that His 
Majesty’s Ministers, who are Britons 
like themselves, can, by any possibility, 
be guilty of deliberate cruelty and 
inhumanity and who laud. the Boers while 
they slander. the Britons and then pro- 
fess to be astonished and surprised at the 
growing hostility of foreign nations. 
They have helped to create an animosity 
which we all deplore. 

“I am well aware that Im some 
quarters this animosity is attributed to 
the indiscréet oratory. ol the Colonial 
Secretary.. Gentlemen, what I have said, 
I have said. .1. withdraw nothing. 1 
qualify nothing; I defend nothing. I do 
not want to give lessons in manners to a 
foreign: Minister—and 1 will not accept 
any at his hands. I am responsible only 
to my own Sovereign and to my own 
countrymen.’”’

PRINCE BUELOW. 


AN ACCOMMODATING 
DIPLOMATIST. 
a Áis 


With Prince Buelow, who died yester- 
day, there has passed away one of the 
most prominent and typical exponents of 
what is now spoken of as the “ old 
diplomacy.” He was endowed with 
brilliant personal gifts, was adroit and 
agreeable (remarks The Times to-day 
editorially). an able manipulator who 
knew how to please all men, but was 
wholly trusted by none. He had a ready 
tongue and a suppleness, which he 
probably qwed to the Slav. blood that ran 
in his veins, and he was an infinitely 
more accommodating | diplomatist 
was usually found among his 
countrymen. 

But his ready adjustments to passing 
phases of international affairs were 
neither guided nor consolidated by devo- 
tion to any principle of policy--unless, 
indeed, the process of playing off 
one country against ganother and tie 
agzyrandisement of Germany in all 
circumstances, and at the cost of others, 
can be so considered. 

At one moment he appeared to desire 
carnestiy an alliance with this country; 
but Lord Lansdowne, as has been mae 
clear in the recent biography of that 
statesman, was quite unable to satisfy 
himself, after a period of sympathetic 
consideration, that any faith was to be 
placed in the.German professions. 


A GREAT CORRESPONDENT. 

Another practised observer, Sir Valen- 
tine Chirol, came independently and 
simultaneously to the s: ne conclusion, 
and it is a singular coincidence that the 
death of Prince Buelow should be re- 
corded on the very day when a concourse 
of sorrowing friends were paying their 
last tribute to the memorv of that great 
Berlin Correspondent of The Times. It 
was at the end of this same month of 
October twenty-eight vears ago that Sir 
Valentine went to Berlin at the special 
request of the.Chancellor in order to be 
persuaded of the benefits of an Anglo- 
German treaty of alliance. .

SOCIALISTS’ LATE SITTING. 

The Paris Correspondent of The TJ mes, 
telegraphing last night, says :—The National 
Council of the Socialist Party met in Paris 
this evening to consider the Parliamentary 
Party’s provisional acceptance of M. 
Daladier’s invitation to collaborate in the 
Cabinet he is hoping to form. The prospect 
is that the National Council’s deliberations 
will extend far into the night. 

Whether or not the Socialist Party, as a 
whole, endorses the recommendation of its 
Parliamentary group—itself represented by a 
minority of its members—to take part in M. 
Daladier’s Government, the provisional assent 
of the Parliamentary Party is an event of 
unusual importance, and may bring about 
great changes in the complexion of French 
politics. Except during the war no member 
of the “ Unified Socialist Party ” has before 
consented to join a ministry led by a mem- 
ber of another party. 

Critics of the proposed combination say 
that its support in the Chamber will be in- 
adequate or, at least, precarious; that the 
Government will present itself to a Chamber 
in which it has no majority, and will be 
defeated at once, and that, theugh it may be 
formed, its formation will be useless, as the 
boat will sink before it Jeaves port.

THE INVENTION OF 
PRINTING. 

In a leading article on its Printing Number 
The Times to-day observes :—The effect of 
the invention of printing has often been 
unduly magnified—on the one hand, by such 
minds as join it with the invention of gun 
powder (of which they share Don Quixote’s 
opinion), as the secret of all evil in modern 
‘society; on the other hand, by such minds 
as would fain despise the ‘‘ benighted” 
ancient. world for knowing nothing of the 
latest blessings of material ‘‘ progress.’’ — It 
is more than suspected by those who know 
the classics that there was quite as much 
intelligent reading of good books in ancient 
Greece and Rome as there is in modern Eng- 
land. In that respect it may be doubted 
whether even such an advance in ‘rapidity and 
fertility as that from the hand press to the 
gigantic modern mechanical presses has made 
very much difference to the general level and 
diffusion of culture. 

The unprejudiced study of Shakespeare and 
his contemporaries is leading students to the 
helief that the public in the England of Queen 
Elizabeth—in which rustics could read ballads 
and music at sight, and tradesmen’s sons 
learned Latin and waiting-maids wfote as 
good hands as their mistresses—was not 
much jess cultivated than the public that now 
devours penny dreadfuls and detective stories 
by the million. 

In this, as in every other department of 
human activity, the mechanical power is in 
itself neither good nor bad. The degree of 
i is incaiculable. Concentrated and turned 
in its full strength on the betterment of 
human nature it would be irresistible. But 
first the whole world must be agreed unon 
what betterment is, and next everything in 
human nature which leads men to use these 
mighty forces for unworthy ends must be put 
clean out of action. In other words, printing 
and its kindred powers will be used solely 
for the good of human nature when human 
nature is too good to need bettering.

THE story of the heroic efforts of the captain of a small Italian 
steamer to save the lives of the passengers and crew of the British 
air liner City of Rome when it alighted on the sea off the Italian coast 
during a severe gale, is told for the first time in telegrams received. last 


night. 


Having found the air liner in response to the S.O.S. the captain of 
the Famiglia, despite the fury of the gale, succeeded in getting tow lines 


abeard, and was proce 


eding very slowly to Spezia, and safety, when the 


ropes parted, and the ‘plane was carried away by the gale. 


At the risk of losing his own. sh 


ip, he reversed his engines and con- 


tinued to search in the darkness for the air liner. Vivid flashes of lightn- 
ing threw a lurid glow for a moment on the turbulent waters, but no 


trace could be seen of th 


"plane or its occupants. 


When warships reached the scene the captain of the Famiglia suc- 
ceeded in reaching a destroyer in order to continue the search. 
Four bodies have been recovered. 


A FRUITLESS QUEST. 
Faget em is 
THE SSARCHERS RETURN. 
From Revuter’s Corresponpenr. 
SPEZIA, Monday. 

The Italian destroyers, tugs and aero- 
planes, which have been searching for the 
missing Imperial Airways liner, City of 
Rome, for forty-eight hours,. have just 
returned after a feverish scouring of the 
seas in the vicinity of the spot where the 
ill-fated craft was last seen. 

They report that they found neither 
wreckage nor “any of the bodies besides 
the two picked up yesterday, 

The captain. of the .steamer,,Famiglia 
and her crew, as well as the commander 
of the craft despatched by the Naval 
Department,..and the airman “sent out, by 
Colonel Vespignani,. the Air Commander 
in the Tyrrhenian, Sea, have been -besieged 
for details of the disaster. 

From their narratives it would appeai 
that at noon on Saturday a storm broke 
over the Mediterranean, in the vicinity of 
Spezia. This soon became a‘ terrific gale. 
About ó o'clock in the afternoon 8.0.5. 
signals began to be received here,.as well 
as at Leghorn, Pisa and Genoa. 

Admiral Ducci immediately ordered the 
destroyer Sella and the tugs Luni and 
Ciclope to put to sea without the loss of 
a moment, and to steam towards the spot 
indicated in the signals of distress. 


SEVEN SEAPLANES SENT OUT. 

Simultaneously Colonel _ Vespignani 
despatched seven seaplanes from the aero- 
drome at Muggiano, while carabinieri, 
coastguards and Fascist Militia were 
ordered to patrol the coast. At the same 
time doctors and nurses, with medica! 
supplies, were concentrated at appropriate 
spots in readiness to render aid. 

The first of the searchers to find the 
City of Rome was the. Famiglia, a steamer 
of 1,000 tons. 

Mancuvring skilfully in the wild seas, 
the steamer succeeded. in approaching the 
air liner, the crew and passengers of 
which, according to the captain of the 
Famiglia, behaved with . admirable 
heroism, especially in view of their pro- 
longed ordeal, as they must have been 
waiting for help for nearly three weary 
hours. This was taking place about ten 
miles south-west of the small island of 
Tino, which lies off the Gulf of Spezia. 

After the most strenuous efforts and 
risky manceuvres on the part of both of 
the Famiglta-and-the airliner, the former 
succeeded in throwing a hawser to the 
liner, all attempts to save the passengers 
and crew of the latter one by one having 
failed. 

At this moment the fury of the seas had 
reached its climax, and the Famiglia was 
obliged to proceed very slowly towards 
Spezia, as it was feared that the flying 
boat, badly battered by the waves, would 
capsize. 


SWEPT AWAY BY GALE. 

After a time of intense anxiety, when a 
few miles had been covered, the tow rope 
parted, and the City of Rome was swept 
away by the gale. 

When the liner broke away the captain 
of the Famiglia reversed his engines, and, 
although he risked his ship in doing so, 
he turned in the direction of the spot 
where the liner had disappeared. Now 
began a search which lasted for several 
hours in pitch darkness. Things were 
rendered more terrible by the fact that the 
Famigha had neither a wireless trans 
mitter nor any other signalling apparatus 
on board, and nothing could be seen out- 
side a radius of a few yards except when 
vivid flashes of lightning threw a lurid 
glow for a moment on the seething, but 
empty, waters. 

Finally, the warships sent out reached 
the Famiglia, the captain of which, at 
the risk of. his own life, succeeded in 


the search. 

After some time the body of the pilot 
was found, and then the body of the wire 
less operator, Mr. Stone, was picked up. 

The funeral. of Captain Birt- and Mr. 
Stone will take place to-morrow. 

It is supposed that the pilot and the 
operater weve in the cocky’+ and threw 
themselves into the water when the 
moshing was enetulfed. The other occu 
pants were apparently unable to escap: 
from the cabin. 

Neither the captain nor anv of the crew 
recorded the time of the dis-cter, but from 
what thev say it would appear that the 
City of Rome disappeared about 9.25 on 
Saturday evening.

TO ITALIAN GOVERNMENT. 

A machine of the Imperial Airways 
to-day joined the Italian forces in the 
search for the missing air liner. 

The bodies recovered yesterday have 
been removed to a room in the Naval and 
Military Hospital here, which thas been 
transformed into a chapelle ardente. They 
are lying on beds, surrounded by flowers, 
with tapers burning at the four corners. 

Air-Marshal Sir Sefton Brancker will 
be present at the funeral, which will take 
place. on Wednesday. 

Sir Sefton has conveyed the thanks of 
British airmen to the Italian Government 
for the efforts made to rescue the ill-fated 
passengers and crew of the City of Rome, 
and at the same time has expressed his 
personal appreciation of the work done.

Embassy at Berlin came to Paris one day 
last antumn and offered to sell the Italian 
secret code to the Soviet Embassy in the 
Rue de Grenelle. He asked one thousand 
pounds. 

The Soviet Secretary who received him 
suspected the man's sincerity, thought, 
scabbnina he was an agent provocateur, and 
so said: ‘‘ Come hack in a few days. Mean- 
while, I will talk to my superiors about 
it.””. The Italian came back a. few 
days. later... The Soviet Secretary. then 
suavely told him, “ The Soviet Government 
agrees in principle to accept the code, but 
it must have expert assurance that the code 
is genuine.” 

' . GODE PHOTOGRAPHED. 

The Italian opened his brief-case,' and 

pulled out a book containing the code in 


print. The Soviet Secretary accepted the 
book. He said, ‘* Will you wait a little while 
in the ante-cchamber? Our experts will 


examine the code to see whether it is 
genuine.” 

The Italian waited almost two hours. At 
the end of that time the secretary came back, 
and with a suavity that more than matched 
that of the Italian diplomat.’ said that the 
Soviet Embassy was sorry, but the code was 
““in such shape and of such a nature ” that 
it was of no particular use to the Soviet 
Government. Meanwhile the Soviet Embassy 
had despatched its most trusted diplomatic 
courier to Moscow by the first train with 
photographic copies of the code that was not 
of any particular use to the Soviet Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Ianovitch, a photographer, with a ‘shop 
alongside the Rue de Grenelle Embassy, and 
his assistant, Alexandra—both- of them 
Cheka agents—had been busy making photo- 
graphic copies of each and every page in the 
code hook, while the gullible Italian cooled 
his heels in the Embassy ante-chamber. 

CHEKA CHIEF’sS BOAST. 

Having heard the sensational story from 
the lips of the man close to the Soviet 
Embassy, I went straight to M. Bessedovsky. 
The recent Charge d’Affaires of the Soviet 
Embassy explained that, being: a mere 
diplomat, and hence not in the know regard- 
ing the activities of the Cheka agents. even 


in his own Embassy, he could not say 
definitely that the Italian code had been 
acquired by the Paris Soviet Embassy. Bnt 


he said that it ‘‘ was entirely plausible,”’ in 
the licht of what he knows. 

“ What I really do know,” he said, “is 
that in the autumn of 1928 a member of the 
Italian Embassy in Berlin came here from 
Berlin. He called on an Embassy Cheka 
representative two or three times, and later 
on the chief of the Cheka at Paris boasted 
that he had made a big bargain, and had 
sent to Moscow the secret code of an 
important country, a code that he had got 
for almost nothinc.”’ 

ITALIAN DESPATCHES UNCODED. 

“ But I know positively,’’ M. Pessedovskv 
added, “that M. Boky, chief of a special 
service of the Cheka at Leningrad, last 
autumn uncoded all the secret diplomatic 
despatches of the Italian Government that 
had fallen into the hands of the Cheka, 
The code in. question is. undoubtedly the 
Italian code.”’ 

Before last night’s revelation credence was 
given in some quarters’ to the theory that 
the code was acquired by the French Secret 
Service, a theory which seemed plausible in 
view of the present strained relations between 
Italy and France.

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FIGHT WITH 
CANCER, 


LORD MOYNIHAN ASKS 
PUBLIC TO HELP. 


—" 


Lord Moynihan, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, in opening last evening 
a new radium clinic at the Victoria Hospital, 
Kburnley, said that surgery in its attack upon 
cancer had reached its limit. It was almost 
impossible, he said, to imagine either more 
extensive operations being done or operations 
with a greater measure of technical success 
than attended their efforts to-day. It was, 
therefore, necessary, having regard to the fact 
that still one person in seven over: thirty 
years of age died of cancer, that something 
more should be done. 
in the last twenty years general mortality 
had been lessened by 32 per cent.,. but the 
cancer death-rate during that time had gone 
up 20 per cent. He thought a great deal 
could be done in the education of the people. 
They wanted to get people to understand 
wnat the problem was, and how they could 
heip by fighting alongside the surgeons. There 
was great need of research work into the 
origins of cancer growth and methods of its 
cure. . : 
The public ought to realise that cancer, in 
so far as it was a local disease and in so far 
as surgeons could get at it, was always. cur- 
able. Certain forms were not accessible, but 
where the growth could be reached and when 
1t was taken in time by operation a cure 
could be effected in every case, 

Referring to radium, Lord Moyniham said 
that a good many cases of cancer in various 
organs—tongue, mouth and breast in par- 
ticular—were being treated in these days by 


radium with success. which in some cases 
definitely surpassed the best the surgeon 
could show. But radium was “such 


dangerous remedy as well as such a powerful 
agent that unless the most expert super- 
vision was exercised it was possible that more 
harm than good would be dong. Appealing 
for public co-operation, Lord Moynihan said 
that victory was getting nearer and nearer 
every year, and the story they could tell now 
was different from what could be told five 
years ago. 


THE FATAL RIOTS 
IN CAROLINA. 


GRAND JURY REFUSE TO 
INDICT PRISONERS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GASTONIA, NORTH CAROLINA, 
Monday. 

The same grand jury under whose indict- 
ment Fred Beal and half-a-dozen other Com- 
munist organisers of the strike in the textile 
industry here were sentenced to imprisonment 
for the murder of Mr. Alderholt, the local 
Chief of Police, last week refused to bring in 
any indictment whatever against certain 
members of a mob which had fired on a 
lorry of strikers going to attend a meeting 
of the Trade Union of Textile Workers, 
although one woman worker, Mrs. Ejla May 
Wiggins, the mother of a large family, was 
killed by a bullet. 
The same grand jury has now vefused to 
indict seven other persons who were charged 
with kidnapping Mr. Benwells, a British 
Communist, and two: other Communists who 
had taken a part in the textile strike. 
All the persons who had been arrested 
under both these charges have been released, 
because the grand jury decided that there 
was not sufficient evidence against them. 

PLIGHT OF THE WORKERS. 
The distress among Southern textile mill 
hands has not oaly stirred the various labour 
organisations, but a local conference of the 
Methodist Church on Saturday «adopted a 
resolution asking for the appointment of a 
non-political commission from Washington to 
examine conditions in the industry. The 
resolution described the textile industry as 
“ sick,” and claimed that the wages were 
not sufficient to provide for a normal stan- 
dard of living for the employés. 
[NoTrg.—lt was the conviction and sen- 
tence of the seven Communists of Gastonia 
whieh led to the demonstration in front of 
the American Embassy yesterday by members 
of the ‘*Class War Prisoners’ Aid Society.” 
The Communists were found guilty of 
murder .in the second deégree for killing a 
v0licé Captain in the encounter between mem- 
bees of the Textile Workers’ Union and the 
police on June 7th last. The sentences 
ranged from twenty to seven years in a State

SALESIAN €0-OPERATORS'’ 
ORGANISATION. 


WEALTH IN THE SOIL. 


- 


Mr. David Carton, President, occupied the 
chair at the annual meeting of the Salesian 
Co-operators’ Organisation in Dublin, at the 
Catholic Club, Sackville street, last night. 

Mr. J. J. O'Shea, Hon. Secretary, sub- 
mitted the annual report for 1928-29, which 
stated that durmg the period covered by the 
report efforts had been made by members of 
the Executive to put on an established foot 
ing the agricultural scholarships for boys 
leaving primary schools, and who have 
evinced an interest in the subject. The two 
Colleges of the Association, at Warrenstown 
and Copsewood, they had now their full com- 
plement of pupils, due to a great extent to 
the activities of the Committee. Membership 
of the Dublin branch of the Association was 
now about 500, an increase of 50 over last 
year. One of the principal objects of the 
Association was to assist uncared-for youth. 

Mr. T. Shaw, in proposing the adoption of 
the report, referred to the work done by the 
Salesians in looking after uncared-for youth. 
They had amengst the poorest street arabs 
some of the brainiest youngsters in the world. 


What was being done for them? How were 
they to assist those boys? Much could be 
done if they only had the means. They had 


in the Dublin Mountains scope for a great 
forestry scheme, at which such boys could 
be trained to become practical foresters, and 
good would be done to the country. 

Mr. Owen O’Toole, seconding the motion. 
which was adopted, said that when the work 
of the Salesians was better known it would 
be appreciated in Ireland. It was an organi- 
sation that was peculiarly applicable to this 


soil, 
A GOOD DAY'S WORK. 

Mr. G. 8. Dargan moved that the Salesian 
movement in Ireland is worthy of support. 
If throngh that movement they could place 
one young mar as head of the family on the 
soil they would have done a good day’s 
work for th: country. If they could place 
more than one man they would have done a 
wonderful work for the country 
Senator Kenny seconded the motion, which 
was adopted. He said that the work woula 
set, increasing support as it became better 
boi. Unfortanately, in this country 
technical education had been at a _ dis- 
advantage, and they as an agricultural! 
country should welcome any organisation tha: 
would come to improve their agriculture. 
People were quickly drifting towards the 
towns. and some effort should’ be made to 
bring them hack to the land. 

Mr. T. O'Donnell, an ex-M.P., mentioned a 
visit he had paid to Warrenstown, where the 
Salesian Fathers were at work, and a con- 
versation he had had with a brother, who 
told him that Mussolini in Italy had said to 
the landlords and farmers there that they 
would have to till to feed their own people, 
or otherwise the land would be taken from 
them and given to people who would till it. 
Mr. O’Dorfneli said that he was sick to despair 
of so-called edacation in this country which 
resulted in boys and girls leaving the country. 
The Salesian Fathers were endeavouring to 
train agriculturists, and their work was not 
valued as it should. The man on the land 
Was going to be the salvation of this country. 
The land of this country could support three 
times its present pepulation, and they could 
not reach that position except they set to 
work to make schools where the boys and 
girls could be trained to produce the wealth 
in the land. The Salesian Fathers were 
quietly doing that work. 


STOP EMIGRATION. 
The Rev. F°**-r McConville, Pallaskenry, 


Said that the reason the Salesian work in 
lreland would be a success was because it 
was the work of Blessed Dom Rosco. His 


work was Providential, and, therefore, would 
make good progress. The Fathers would do 
their utmost to train the right kind of boys 
to carry on the work of agriculture. One of 
the greatest means of \stopping emigration, 
by which this country was being bled white, 
was the training of agriculturists. In Pallas- 
kenry they had a wonderful set of boys, and 
they would continue training them until they 
had brought about a position in which they 
would have ten more millions of people in 
Ireland. 

Mr. F. Belton regretted that they had not 
had fifty years ago a Don Bosco, who, if 
he had done nothing else but raise up a 
Mussolini, would have earned their grati- 
tude. He was prepared to comply with 
any demand by the Controller of Agricul- 
ture in this country that they must give up 
land if they did not produce food for the 
people, provided that, he added, what- 
ever protection or credits the farmer wanted, 
he would get them. The land of this 
country would be turned over as soon as it 
would pay them to do so, when a proper 
system of agriculture was instituted. The 
Salesian Fathers were knocking their heads 
against a wall unless the system was 
changed. 


TASK FOR POLITICIANS. 
Senator Comyn said that the greatest work 
in Ireland at present was being done by 
the Sa’esian Fathers. It was they and 
their teachings that would solve the problem, 
not merely of the Gaeltacht, but of the 
whole country. The great problem of Ire- 
land was ill-cultivated and ill-fertilised land, 
and the problem of the Gaeltacht was one of 
exhausted land. If the politicians would 
only do their duty by applying the fer- 
tilisers to be got within the shores of the 
country, the Gaeltacht could support double 
its present population. 

The Rev. Father Tozzi, Provincial, said 
that 't was not only enthusiasm that would 
advance the movement, but steadiness. They 
should not blame their farmers; they should 
encourage them. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment of this country was keenly alive to the 
problems to be solved, and they were doing 
very good spade work. i 

The Rev. Father Tozzi introduced the new 
Rector of Warrenstown Agricultural College— 
the Rev. Father McElligott—who was a Co. 
Kerry man, and who, after sixteen years in 
South Africa, was now coming back to his 
own.

£43,000 BANGOR SCHEME. 


The Marchioness of Londonderry yesterday 
laid the foundation stone of the Bangor (Co. 
Down) new Central Public Elementary School, 
which is to be erected on a site in Bangor 
Castle grounds at a cost of £43,800. The 
building will take several years to complete. 
and it will be the largest elementary school 
in Ireland, providing accommodation for 
1,200 pupils. 


A GREAT TRADITION. 

After laying the foundation stone Lady 
Londonderry said she was always glad to do 
whatever service she could to promote the 
welfare of Ulster. They had a great tradi- 
tion to follow in the school of learning in 
Bangor, which was one of the oldest seats 
of learning in the land, and nothing would 
ive her greater pleasure than to lay the 
foundation stone.

Steel, which slid down to 193 in the forenoon, 
recovered to 198, and then crashed down to 
1884 in the last hour, while such leaders as 
General Electric broke 44, and Western 
Union Telegraph, Westinghouse Electric, and 
New York Central 30. The “ticker' was 
ever two hours late. Final quotations were 
around the low levels for the day, with net 
declines in active issues the largest since the 
selling movement started about a week ago.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN ON 
MUNICIPALISATION. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, at Liverpool last 
night, said that the Sacialists had discovered 
a back-door by which to bring in Socialism— 
namely, municipalisation. Under the Local

Regional Education Committees. ortly 
before the recent genera] ¢lection extreme 

ressure was brought to bear on the 

overnment in connection with Bible in- 
struction in elementary schools, the selec- 
tion of teachers whose religion was in 
accord with that of the majority of pupils 
In any particular place, and the cam pul- 
sory representation, through nomination, 
of “‘educationa]l and religious interests '' 
on the com-nittees, 

It seems strange that the various re- 
sponsible local authorities, in selecting 
representatives ta act on these bodies, have 
virtually ignored the clergy, and an effort 
is, therefore, being made to secure by 
legal eractment the representation which 
has been refused elsewhere. A storm was 
raised, the Government was consulted, and 
a temporary peace was patched up on 
promises being given by Lord Craigavon 
that the position would be sympathetically 
reviewed. Thus the danger of opposition 
at the polls was averted. On behalf af 
“edueational and religious interests '' 
nearly half of the representation on the 
committees is suggested, and this is re- 
sented by many people as being at variance 
with democratic control. 


RESISTANCE 10 FRO ALS, 


The question was diseussed at a meeting 
of the Association of Northern Irelan 
Education Committees in Belfast during 
the week-end, and the President, Senator 
A. B. Armstrong, His Majesty’s Lieu- 
tenant, did not hesitate to state clearly 
the attitude of the organisation. He said 
that the Act should be amended so as to 
provide that the Bible instruction at 
present being given in the schools should 
be made secure for all time in State-aided 
institutions, while teachers should be in 
accord with the relivious vi:.s ef the 
parents; but if, on the other hand, any 
attempt was made to introduce an element 
which would not be amenable to public 
control, and in the election of which the 
public would have no voice, then it would 
be the imperative duty of ail local 
authorities to offer to :.- a proposal the 
most resolute aud determined opposition. 

Public opinion, he declared, was em- 
phatically opposed to any proposal which 
would. be calculated to re-introduce 
sectarianism into transferred schools, and 
more especially to the astonishing demand 
that provided schools, erected and equipped 
out of public funds, should be conducted, 
in effect, under denominational manage- 
ment. 


A SPECIAL FRANCHISE. 


Viscount Bangor, who is Vice-President 
of the Association, was equally insistent 
that there should be ne favoured legisla- 
tion for any particular class. Inreferring 
to the suggested amendments, he said 
that any attempt to supplement public 
opinion by introducing appointments to 
regional committees from other sources, 
or the creation of a speeia] franchise for 
appointments to these bodies would be 
contrary to all democratic Government, 
and should be resisted. 

The opinions of both speakers were 
endorsed by the meeting, and, as the 
Association represents all the educational 
committees entrusted with the adminis- 
tration of the Act throughout the pro- 
vince, its wishes cannot very well be 
ignored. There is thus all the elements 
of a bitter controversy when the subject 
comes before Parliament next year. 

The clergy present a strong claim to 
have some say in education as they 
carried its banner for many years without 
much help; but, on the other hand, the 
Government has frequently acknowledged 
the exceptiona! ability of the regional and 
borough committees, as at present con- 
stituted, in carrying out their duties, 
and cannot, therefore, conscientiously 
autocratically supplant them by specially 
nominated representatives, no matter how 
distinguished they may be. ; 

It is all very puzzling. The London- 
derry Act was hailed as the “ Children’s 
Charter ” of the Six Counties, but within 
the last couple of years it has been trans- 
formed into a bone of contention. While 
the Unionists are quarrelling about it, 
the Nationalists despise it altogether and 
will have nothing to do with it. . 


A PROGRESSIVE TOWN.

The picturesque little town of Holy- 
wood, on the County Down 
Belfast Lough, is coming rapidly into 
prominence as an enterprising and pro- 
gressive part of the province. It is 
governed by an excellent Urban Council, 
which has earried out many improvements 
within recent years, including the build- 
ing of dwellings, the provision of a 
plentiful water supply, and other impor- 
tant public works. There is a golf 
course in the vicinity and various other 
places of recreation and amusement, as 
well as a prosperous yacht club. A May- 
pole, probably the last of its kind in 
Ireland, graces the centre of the town, 
and festivities ushering in the joyous 
month are held there annually. 

The local Council now has decided to 
apply to the Ministry of Home Affairs 
for permission to extend its boundaries, 
so as to take in Marino and Cultra, two 
large and important residential] districts 
on the shore of the lough. It is at Cultra 
that the Royal North of Ireland Yacht 
Club has its headquarters, and many of 
its members reside in the. neighbourhood. 

Holywood, which has a population of 
nearly five thousand people, is one of the 
chief military stations in the North of 
Ireland. The barracks on the outskirts of 
the town is established amidst charming 
rural scenery, while the Kinnegar rifle 
range is close at hand. Since the seventh 
century the town has heen a piace of note, 
and it is recorded that King John, while 
travelling from Carrickfergus, on the other 
side of the bay, to Downpatrick on 29th 
July, 1219, rested there tor 9 while.

FOLITICAL : 


Self-government has its disadsantages as 
well as its advantages even though it may 
be in association with the Empire, but 
one must sympathise with the good people 
of the Isle Man whe object to being 
deseribed as ‘‘foreigners’’ outside the 
United Kingdom, In this grievance they 
are in much the same position as the jn- 
habitants of the Free State. The Manx 
farmers complain that their agricultural 
stock and Pratuce when exported for sale 
in England are classed as foreign and sold 
as such, with the result that inferior prices 
are obtained in comparison with British 
products. It is an absurd and quite 
Cilbertian situation. : 

All the British Isles, as they used te be 
called, are closely associated in common 
commercial interests, as well as in the 
bends of brotherhoed. All must stand or fall 
together, and in times of natienal danger 
no part of the British family of nations 
is looked upon as foreign simply because 
team rolls between it and the home- 
and. 

It is stated by the indignant Manx folk 
that during the war they sent more men 
to the expeditionary forces in eemparison 
te their population than any other com- 
munity, with one exception, yet they are 
now considered to be outside the pale. 
Southern Ireland also sent tens of 
thousands of men, and it is in the same 
beat. In some parts of Ireland there is 
uncertainty as to where the border really 
runs, and a farmer may have land in both 
the Northern and Southern States, so that 
his cow whieh reams one field may be 
foreign, while its companion on the other 
side of the hedge is admired as the real 
“true blue.” Certainly the ways of

In opera, however, we 
are in an inferior position, compared with 
Germany, where every town of import- 
ance has its municipal opera house or 
theatre. Our strong point is in choral 
grandeur ; our weak point is in opera, but 
our interest in chamber and orchestral 
music is increasing. In Ireland the

the festival programmes. 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 


The political situation in Great Britain 
was reviewed by Lady Londonderry at a 
meeting of the Newtownards Unionist 
Women’s Association on Saturday. She 
said that there had been a general lower- 
ing of tone, and went on to criticise the 
policy of the Labour Government, point- 
ing out that the canker of unemployment 
would not be cured by a plaster of plati- 
tudes from Myr. Macdonald from across 
the Atlantic. 

The proportion of unemployed = in 
Northern [reland is much greater than it 
is in Great Britain, and money to assist 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund has 
to be obtained from the Imperial Ex- 
chegner, otherwise the social] services of 
the province could not be maintained at 
their present level, as has been frankly 
admitted by the Minister of Labour, Air. 
Andrews. 

Moreover, the promises of the Northern 
Government in regard to unemployment 
have not been realised. Indeed, some 
Unionist leaders denied that distress, due 
to depression, was in any way wile 
spread; but, of course, the reverse was 
shown to be the case by the investiga- 
tions of the Special Relief Committee, 
presided over by Lord Justice Andrews, 
which revealed an appalling state of 
affairs. 

Lady Londorderry predicted the early 
passing of the Labour Government, but 
Mr. D. D. Reid, M.P., speaking at the 
same meeting, was inclined to think that 
the next general election would not come 
for some time. He said that the Labour 
Party had made wild promises, par- 
ticularly about employment, and had 
broken them; but if moderate measures 
were proposed by the Socialists, he was 
of opinion that Conservative members of 
Parliament shopld not indulge im 
captious criticism, as that did no good to 
anyone.

At the opening of the inquest in 
Bteevens's Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on 
Mr. Michael Harris (35), a chemist, of Kil- 
cack, County Kildare, who lost his life when 
a moter car in which he was returning to 
Kileeek ran into a grinding tramcar near 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, early on Sunday 
morning, the police authorities applied for an 


‘adjournment after evidence of identification 


and the cause of death had been given, as 
they had not yet completed their inquivies 
into the aceident. The Coroner (Dr, Louis 
A. Byrne) granted the request. 

In opening the inquest, the Coroner said 
that, aceerding te the information which 
had been supplied to him by the police, 
Guard Deran, while cycling by Kineshvidas 
at 5,55 e’clock on Sunday morning, saw a 
man rush towards him, shouting; '' Police; 
police~a terrible smash. A motor car is 
after running into me.” The Guard saw 
a grinding tramcar stationary on the in- 
going tramway lines at Albert Quay, about 
sixty yards on the city side of Kingsbridge. 
A two-seater moter car was on the rails, 
facing Kuingsbridge. The motor car was 
smashed, and two men who were seated in 
it appeared to be badly injured. With the 
assistance of Guard Osberne, Guard Dolan 
took the men to the hospital. Mr. Harris 
died soon after admission. 

Mr. Thomas Harris, a brother of the de- 
ceased man, gave evidence of identification, 

Dr. Brough, house surgeon; said that there 
were a number of injuries—several ribs on 
both sides were fractured, and the left Jung 
was punctured. Death, in his opinion, was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, following the 


injuries.

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MISSIONARY FROM 
WEST CHINA. 
NEE SES 
ADDRESS IN Y.M.C.A. HALL. 


Thrilling accounts of adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes were recounted last night by 
Mrs. R. Woodhams, who has returned trom 
a mission in West China, at a meeting of the 
Bible Churchmen’s Missiouary Society in the 
Y.M.C.A, Hall last night. Mrs. Woodhams 
and her husband work in a district, the 
centre of which is Yochi, two hundred miles 
from the border of Tibet, a eountry which 
they hope eventually to penetrate. When 
they arrived in Yochi the inhabitants wished 
to drive them out, but they succeeded im 
obtaining their goodwill by curing the 
Chinese postmaster’s sick baby with a 
tin of condensed milk. Opium smoking 
was a great evil. If the Chinese 
peasants do uot grew it they are subjected 
to a special tribute known as the ‘“ Jazy 
tax,”’ Three years ago the rice harvest 
failed, typhus swept the land, and they had 
to pick their way about the streets, stepping 
over and between the dying. On one ceca- 
sion the missionaries had just left a brigand 
stronghold, when a rival clan of hrigands 
descended and massacred three hundred of 
them. The B.C.M.S. missionaries trek 
about the countries, pasting texts on house- 
ends and in temple courtyards, The Cos- 
pel in Chinese was distributed to every man, 
woman apd child they met on the road. 
There was no use in bringing to China a 
Bible which we do not. believe in ourselves. 
We must combat Modernism in the Church.

The Reverend R. Bird, of St. Kevin’s 
Chureh, in introducing Mrs, Woodhams, said 
that the B.C.M.S. had been in existence 
seven years, and had made wonderful strides.

HEROIC EFFORTS OF BROTHER 
A siory of heroism was teld at the inquest 
resumed at Welwyn, Herts, yesterday on 
William George Tyler, aged 67, of Burnham 
Gren, near Welwyn, who was killed in an 
unavailing attempt to save his son, Ernest 
James ‘Tyler, aged 38, who had been over- 
come by fumes at the bottom of a cesspit.

I then attempted te get 
down to them, but, owing to the gas; could 
not go down any farther than fourteen or 
fifteen feet. At the fourth attempt I 
succeeded in getting down to my father, 
passing a rope round his body, so that it 
conid be brought to the surface. I then 
went down a fifth time, and suceeeded in 
bringing my brother up. 

The Coroner—We must consider Alhert 
Tyler a very brave man, indeed. The father 
died in a very gallant effort to save his son. 

Death by misadventure was the verdict.
